AMERICA AND FOREIGN TRADE 
AGREEMENTS. 

It is learned from a reliable source in 
Washington that an extension from the Octo- 
ber 1 ‘‘deadline”’ will be granted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the near future for the 
negotiations in connection with trade agree- 
ments with foreign nations. Under the 
previous order—proclaimed when the trade 
treaties with Belgium, Haiti, and Sweden 
were promulgated—President Roosevelt de- 
creed that the tariff concessions granted to 
those three countries should be extended to 
Canada, the Netherlands, Spain, fwitzerland, 
and France until October 1. His decision 
was based on the theory that negotiations 
with these five countries would by then be 
concluded, but since agreements have not 
materialised, an extension is virtually certain.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


Judge Thompson, Recorder of Belfast, 
before proceeding with the business of the 
Court, referred to the results of the re- 
valuation of the city, He advised all who 
intended to lodge appeals to the Recorder 
against their assessments to consult a solicitor 
as the procedure is fixed by statute and must 
be rigidly adhered to. 

The appeals will be dealt’ with according 
to wards, the first ward to ‘be taken being 
Cromac, and in each ward the appeals will 
be heard in rotation according to their Court 
numbers.

T Tralee this evening Stephen Galvin. 
A Lixnaw, was returned for trial to the 
Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
charged with the murder of his brother-in 
law, James Lyons, at Gortacloghane, Lis- 
tcwel, on the night of June SC or the mormny 
of July 1. 
Sergeant Patrick Flynn gave evidence ol 
getting a blood-stained slashing-hook from 
the accused man’s wife on July 1. He found 
the accused man in bed with a bandage on 
his head and another on his right hand 
later he arrested the accused mar on the 
charge of having murdered Lyons. After 
being duly cautioned he made a statement, 
which witness took down in writing. He 
read it over to the accused man, who signed 
it in his presence and in the presence ‘of 
Sergeant Brett. The statement is as follows: 
“At 10 o'clock, old time, last night I 
drove the cows from the gate in front of my 
own house to the field at the back of Father 
Galvin’s house at Gortacloghane, where 
James ‘Lyons lived. At about 10.20 p m., oil 
time, I returned to the house. I sat down in 
the kitchen and took off my shoes to go to 
ted. At about 10.45 p.m., old time, I heared 
the cows lowing at the gate mm front of the 
house. 1 opened the door facing the yard 
I saw the cows at the gate. The bars of the 
gate are broken for some time, and, fearing 
the cows would come through the gate, ! 
went out to the dairy and took the bill-hook 
with me to cut a bush. I drove the cows 
away from the gate to the back of the honse, 
where Lyons lived, taking the bill-hook. 


Lyons lived I heard some of the cows at the 
off-corner of the wire fence around Father 
Galvin’s plot. 

““T went towards the cows, fearing they 
would tear through the wire. When I arrived 
at the fence I found the cows reaching over 
the wire. They had some of the stakes 
broken and the wire loosened. I turned the 
cows away from the wires. _ 

“ James Lyons came running from the head 
of my field at the western side of Father 
Galvin’s plot. He drew up in front of me 
and said: ‘What are you doiny there? I 
have you now. 

“ At the same time he gave me a blow of 
a heavy iron on the side of the head near 
the crown. I raised the bill-hook in my two 
hands. I shoved Lyons back. Lyons rushed 
at me and put his left hand around my 
neck. When Lyons had the left hand around 
my neck he struck me several blows on the 
head with the iron. I shouted to let me go. 
Lyons said: ‘I won't; Il do for you first.’ 
When Lyons said that he would do for me 
first I took my left hand off the bill-hook. 


| I am not sure which of my hands I took off 


the bill-hook. I was a bit dazed. I took the 
iron from Lyons and threw it away Lyons 
grappled the bill-hook in my hands. He 
gave the bill-hook a pull and cut my hands. 
Both of us held a firm grip ot the bill-hook. 
Lyons put his leg behind me. I gone 
and swung round. Lyons staggered, and I 
drew the bill-hook from him. That was at 
the western side of Father Gialvin’s plot. I 
ran a few paces round to the southern side 
of the plot. Lyons followed me and called 
on me to stand. “ turned around, fearing 
he wonld get np to me. I was at the hill 


side of him. He ran into me. 1 drew the 
bill-hook and struck him on the head. He 
staggered and I drew on him the second 
time. Lyons fell. 
field. 

“When Lyons was hitting me with the 
iron I believe I gave him the full force of 
the edge of the bill-hook, with my two hands. 
into the face. When Lyons fell, in my field, I 
returned home I called the boy, Ned Hickey, 
te go for Dr. O'Connor and notify the Guards. 
After Ned Hickey coming from Listowel I 
sent him back to the field for the pony. 
Hickey saw Lyons rolling from my field into 
Father Galvin’s plot. At any time I believed 
I was fighting for my life. Í have heard this 


statement read over and it is correct.’’

If we include the three War years 
winners (Pommern, Gay Crusader, and 
Gainsborough), Bahram is the fourteenth 
horse to achieve triple crown honours in 
the history of the English Turf. Although 
the Derby and Leger date from the 
late years of the eighteenth century, tha 
Two Thousand Guineas was not in exist- 
ence until 1808. Tha first horse to win the 
three classics and ‘‘ the crown ” was. West 
Australian in 1853. In 1865 Gladiateur, 
Lred in France, became next on the list, 
while Lord “Lyvon took the -honours tha 
following year (1866). Twenty years, how- 
ever, elapsed before another performer 


materialised capable of accomplishing the

triple feat. That was. the great 
Ormonde, who won in 1886. The property 
of the Duke of Westminster, Ormonde, 
who unbeaten with ten wins to his 
credit, became known as a type in the 
annals of the thoroughbred, Such a hero 
was he that he was present, I believe, by 
special invitation at a Royal garden party 
celebration in connection with Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee. After Ormonde’s year 
no horse achieved triple crown distinction 
until Common triumphed in 1891. Then in 
1893 Isinglass added his name to the 
brilliant few who had gone before.

“Che Deserted Village” 


The formal opening shortly of the new 
tannery at Portlaw, Co, Waterford, beside 
the seat of the famed Beresford family, 
carries an unusual historical interest in 
view of the former industrial associations 
of the “ Deserted Village,” so called 
because of the stagnant atmosphere. of 
decay surrounding it for over half a 
century. Now a quiet village, with 
whole streets of ruined houses—pathetic 
testimony to its decline—adding to the 
gloominess of the place, Portlaw was 
developing into a thriving town in the 
early part of last century under the ‘ex- 


panding industrial influence of the 
Malcomson brothers, the hum of whose 
cotton factories was being heard far 


bevond the confines of Munster. The 
industrial security of Portlaw,. catering 
to large English and foreign markets, 
seemed to be for ever assured. Hundreds 
of employés. kept the” Portlaw «factories 
working continuously, and the Malcom- 
sons, whose interests were yearly spread. 
ing, eventually embracing such activities 
as shipping and wheat and ai:-x produc- 
tion. actually issued their own currency 
in the form of leather token coins, with 
which all the workers were paid. Some 
specimens of this leather money are still 
extant. Waterford enjoved a large share 
of the prosperity created by the industrial 
enterprise of the Maleomsons by virtue 
of its shipping facilities, and a number 
of minor industries derived benefit also. 
Tt was a sad day when Lincoln added 
the stars to America’s national flag, for 
with «the abolition of slavery in the 
Southern States. the Malcomsons, who 
had supported the struggle against the 
Unien with all they were worth; in order 
to preserve their connection with a cheap 
source of supplv—they depended almost 
entirely upon the Southern States for 
raw materials—lost everything, and 
Portlaw faded out. 


Strange Grade “ War” 


One of the most amusing stories told 
in connection with the Portlaw industry 
of former times relates to the strange trade 
‘‘ war ” that was ‘‘ fought ” in Waterford 
between two Southern shipping companies, 
both now extinct, to’ secure the cross- 
Channel cargo contract. Apparently, the 
passenger traffic was regarded as the thin 
end of the wedge. and in order to attract 
business and establish a footing, one com- 
pany offered free trips to Liverpoo].

Not to be outdone 
the company who initiated the “war” 
supplied clients with a loaf of bread and 
a bottle of stout on the way across 
Channel. Heaven knows where it would 
have ended but for the civil war. 


A Mahaffy Story 


I had thought that from time to time I 
had heard all the stories in circulation 
about Dr. Mahaffy, but here is one which, 
at least to me. is new. “A friend of mine 
has come across it in a letter sent from 
Rome in 1875 by J. R. Green, the his- 
torian, to that other great historian, F. 
A. Freeman. ‘‘ My Hellenism,’ wrote 
Green, “ pales before that of Mahaffy, 
whom we found here, here in Rome,. re- 
fusing with scorn to look at any ‘Roman 
thing.” He was on his way to Athens, 
and simply picking up stray bits of Hel- 
lenism, sculptures and what not by the 
road. . One of his aims is to verify Greek 
busts; he doubts ‘ Pericles,’ and a little 
doubts Alexander—whereat I wept and 
fled. Likewise, he 1s seeking to knuw how 
Hellenic young women kept their clothes 
on—a question wrapt in the deepest 
mystery, and insoluble by the Highest 
Germany. Perhaps, it was too insoluble 
for the Hellenic young women themselves, 
as, to judge from the later sculptures, 
they sseem soon to have dropt the effort 
to keep their clothes on. Perhaps, that is 
why Mahaffy calls the Periclean time the 
Age of Decadence.’ To Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward he wrote that Mahaffy was ‘‘ full of 
Greek things and refusing to look at 
Roman things; to refuse which in Rome 
argues a divine Hellenism.”’

The morning session was. occupied in a 
discussion about the meaning of the words 
‘alterations of boundary ” in Section 101 
of the Local Government wa Act, 1930,

r. Wood said that the Dublin City 
Manager took the view that the word 
“alterations ” in fection 101 was in contrast 
with the word “extensions” in Section 27 
of the same Act, and that the word “ altera- 
tions’’ must mean minor adjustments,as dis- 
tinct from general extensions of boundaries. 
The terms of the section pointed exclusively 
to the fact that the word “ alterations '' must 
be restricte’ to minor alterations of boun- 
daries. It was, he submitted, clearly in the 
minds of the Legislature that there was a dis- 
tinction between extensions of boundaries 
which might take place at any time and the 
arbitrary adjustment which, it was contem- 
plated, should take place under Section 101. 
He asked the Tribunal to decide whether the 
words ‘‘ alterations of boundary ” meant 
minor adjustments or had a wider interpreta- 
tion, because, he said, it was important to 
the Dublin Corporation that the word “ al- 
terations ’’ should have a restricted meaning, 
having regard to the experience that they had 
had in regard to the added area, which had 
become a very large charge upon what they 
might call the old city inhabitants. 

Mr. Kelly disagreed with Mr. Woods’s in- 
terpretation of the words “‘ alterations. of 
boundary ” in Section 101. Mr. Woods, he 
said, had asked whe Tribunal to read into 
the section the word ‘‘ minor,”’ and to insert 
that word into the sub-section, though it was 
not in either. Thev must take the section 
as it was, and he suhmitted that the word 
‘* alterations,”’ as applied to boundaries, con- 
noted a more extensive operation than the 
word ‘‘amendment.’’ The Tribunal had the 
fullest power to report on any necessary or 
desirable alterations, even though those al- 
terations doubled or trebled the size of the 
existing area. 


ERASING A COUNTY 


Mr. Fallon submitted that the word “al. 
terations ’’ meant merely minor alterations. 
If, he said, it did not mean that, then, look- 
ing at the matter from a common-sense point 
of view. they might have, as a result of a 
series of proceedings like the present, the 
entire County Dublin erased from the map, 
and that never had been contemplated by the 
Legislature, 

Mr. Hunter said that Howth Urban Council 
had power under the Act to apply to the 
Minister for a provisional order to extend 
their boundaries, but up to the present they 
had not made any such application, and they 
proposed to wait to see whether the Tribunal 
would recommend an extension of the 
Council’s boundaries. 


TRIBUNAL’S DECISION 


The Chairman, announcing the unanimous 
decision of the Tribunal on the question, said 
that they held that their jurisdiction was not 
fettered in the way suggested by Mr. Wood, 
and that their powers were not limited to 
trivial adjustments. 

Mr. Wood, opening the memorandum of 
evidence that, he said, would be given on 
behalf of the Dublin Corporation, dealt at 
length with the burdens which, he stated, had 
been imposed on the Corporation by the exten- 
sion of the city boundaries, made in 1930, in 
relation to public services. The extension of 
the boundaries had, he said, increased the cit 
area from 8,172 acres to 18,610 acres, or 1 
per cent., and the population from 320,700 to 
428,800. The valuation of the city before the 
extension was £1,333,443, and now it. was 
£1,508,584, and, with Rathmines and Pem- 
broke and the added areas, £1,993,016. The 
increased area had placed a burden on the 
city rates in the five = something like a 
capital sum of £250,000. 

Vhen Mr. Wood had concluded his state- 
ment the Tribunal adjourned until 11 o'clock

“NO REASON TO

McGilligan said he saw no reason 
thdraw anything he had said about 
ie details of the sub-lease.

On 
one occasion Norman, in a group, met the

in this.’ That remark, though jocosely 
made, was very foreboding so far.as the 
Normans were concerned, and it was un- 
iortunately full of meaning, as it after- 
wards developed. 


WORK IN WICKLOW 


[here was, apparently, a lot of play- 
ting going on about getting Mr. Norman, 
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scnior, a grant Íor development at Glenda- 


lough, and Deputy Briscoe and others 
frequently visited Glendalough and called 
Mr. Norman’s son into consultation. All 
Mr. Norman, senior, wanted was a smal] 
grant to help him carry on the running of 
a small mill which he had opened opposite 
one of the old shafts or borings in Glenda- 
lough into which he had put a lot of 
money. Mr. Norman did not get the 
grant, but he got the connection formed 
between his son, Mr. Grattan H. G. 
Norman, and Deputy Briscoe. In a 
statement to the Press on 15th June 
last, Deputy Briscoe and Senator 
Comyn said: “We have been . pros: 
pecting for minerals in Co. Wicklow, 
and we have spent considerable sums 
of money.” The statement added that in 
the course of their prospecting they had 
come on ground which appeared to be 
auriferous, and they thereupon applied for 
a ' take note,”’ or prospecting lease. The 
only real prospector in the original applica- 
tion, however, was young Norman, and as 
far as he (Mr. McGilligan) could make out 
the only money that Deputy Briscoe and 
Senator Comyn spent in Wicklow was 
other people’s money. They ran up debts, 
and there were certain people in that area 
who claimed that they had not yet been 
paid for their work. They got a boring 
done by one firm at a cost of £13 8s., and 
it took -Íírom July to February of the 
following year to collect the money, which 
was done through the mediam of a 
solicitor. What they did with young 


work ought not to be. They put him to 
work with an unskilled labourer named 
Pat Keogh, on the basis that they were to 
be paid wages on whatever gold they got 
up out of the ground. Earlier young 
Norman was paid 15s. a week plus his 
keep. The two men were put to work on 
land not belonging to either Deputy 
Briscoe or Senator Comyn, and the whole 
lot were apparently trespassers. When 
Norman asked what provision was made 
against accidents Deputy Briscoe and 
Senator Comyn had the effrontery to tell 
him that their reputation as public men 
was the best assurance he could have. The 
only prospecting work done in Co. Wicklow 
was done by young Norman, who was under 
21 years of age. 


WEEKLY PAYMENTS 


Eventually the previous arrangement 
about wages was changed so that young 
Norman and Keogh were to get some pay- 
ment for their expenses until sufficient gold 
was got up, and that payment was asserted 
to be £2 10s. for the two of them per week. 
They got the first week’s payment, but no 
money was forthcoming for the second 
week, and they spent the third week writ- 
ing for the second week’s pay. At the end 
of the fourth week they got a further £2 
10s., and that was the last they received. 
Meantime the application for the lease for 
the nine townlands was put in, and the 
details left to young Norman, who was de- 
scribed as the technical man. Eventually, 
in 1933, young Norman left the whole thing 
and went back to his father’s business, but 
was taken out of that to go down to the 
Woodenbridge area. The statement of 
Deputy Briscoe and Senator Comyn stated 
that they had sunk a shaft to determine 
the depth of the auriferous deposit, but in 
reality the shaft was sunk by Norman and 
Keogh. There came a time when Norman 
tired of it all, and he thought he would 
try and sell part of his share of the 
partnership. There had been a document 
as between Deputy Briscoe and. Senator 
Comyn, referring to a partnership and 
associating the value of £250 with each 
share in the partnership, making a total 
of £750. Norman, who had come of age in 
1934, decided to apply for some money in 
consideration of resigning part of his right, 
as he was getting no money in wages and 
had no means of sustenance. 


“NO OTHER REASON.’ 


There was a supposed allegation of his, 
said Mr. McGilligan, that the lease was 
granted to Deputy Briscoe and Senator 
Comyn because they were political 
associates of the Minister. He only said 
that they were political associates of 
the Minister and he would invite the 
public to make the deduction that it was 
because they were political associates of 
the Minister that the lease was granted, 
because there was no other reason ior 
granting it. Those two men, in relation 
to the whole thing, were men of straw, as 
far as the money they were inclined to 
put up was concerned, and they were 
men of no practical experience. They had 
no prospecting experience, and_ the 
prospector—young Norman — had been 
snuffed out. : 

Mr. McGilligan went on to say that young 
Norman tried to trade portion of his share of 
the draft agreement which set the value of 
his portion at £250. He offered to sell a 
quarter for £60, his idea being that he could 
then go and work where he thought there was 
gold, and not be wasting time in those places 
where Deputy Briscoe and Senator Comyn 
were directing him. which he thought were 
useless. About July he got a particular 
statement from Deputy Briscoe that they were 
going to drop the whole thing, and asking 
him (Norman) what he would take on that 
consideration to get out. Norman’s view 
being that the whole thing was dropped, 
and, as he had a knowledge of County Wick- 
low which he could use, he said he would 
take £40 for arrears of wages, etc., due to 
him. After a lot of trouble he agreed to 
accept £25 for what had previously been 
valued at £25v, 


AN ASSIGNMENT 


He had to wait for payment, which he 

got only after he had put the matter in the 
hands of solicitors. He 
assignment to hand over all rights that might 
come to him from any Government grant: 
That was all being done at the time when 
the Department was just—in 1934—writing 
to Deputy Briscoe and Senator Comyn, 
that the lease was about to be granted to 
the two of them, and the reply was that 
they had to complete the formal withdrawal 
of Mr. Norman from the whole proceedings. 
They got. their lease eventually. The facts 
revealed that three people had applied for 
the lease, and they pointed to one of the 
three as being the technical man, When the 
lease was about to be granted it was dis- 
covered that the technical man was gone. 
The Department granted the lease, ap- 
arently, without examination. Finally, 
Deputy: Briscoe and Senator Comyn re- 
vealed themselves as having, by their repre- 
sentatives, shot over to London and entered 
into an agreement to sub-let at a consider- 
able, if problematical, advantage to them- 
selves. In those circumstances, he felt that 
he could agree with the Minister and say 
that there was only one explanation that 
would fit into the granting of this lease, and 
that was politics. 
Reverting to the letter of Deputy Briscoe 
and Senator Comyn, Mr. McGilligan said 
that it stated that Mr. Heiser agreed on behalf 
of his company, the shareholders of which, 
both in the Free State and abroad, were 
substantial and prominent people, to form a 
mining company, with a capital of £80,000, 
for the purposes of working and prospecting. 
It had been definitely stated that Deputy 
Briscoe was the recipient of an offer from 
Mr.. Heiser to start the company. 


CONDITIONS OF SECRECY 


Mr. McGilligan said that he had stated in 
the Dail that the lease had been made under 
conditions of secrecy. He thought that any 
rudent person who founa an application 
efore him in the names of two members of 
the Oireachtas would decide that there 
should be some official publicity given to the 
matter, and that sbculd be particularly so 
when the members concerned were members 
of the Government Party 

Mr. McGilligan said it, was interesting to 
note what happened about these people. The 
Minister said that these people were in early, 
but that they got embarrassed financially— 
that they were temporarily invo'ved in finan- 
cial difficulties. That particular obsession 
about thei finances d:! not Feise to have 
weighed heavily in the mind of the Minister 
when he was notified that these people pro- 
posed to float a company of £80,000 capital 
men gh Deputy Briscoe and Senator Comyn 
48, shares at 5s. each.

A DILEMMA 


The situation ta he saw it now, looking 
back, was this: evidence had borne out what 
he said. He did not know when he was 
speaking that Deputy Briscoe in a letter, put 
by him op the file, has recorded for the 
Minister's opinior. that this thing was so 
highly speculative that no national of thi¥ 
: country ought to be allowed to subscribe to 


it. 

Mr. McGilligan sa.c that he thought that 
the Department were somewhat on the horns 
of a dilemma in ali this. If the Minister, 
through his officials, had any belief in the 
value of gold to be derived out of County 
Wicklow, then he did not make a good 
bargain on behalf of the State, and did not 
see that proper people, with proper financial 
and technical resources, were got to develop 
them; and if the conception. as stated by 
the Minister for Fimance in the Dail in 1932 
as to what was a wild cat scheme was right, 
then the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce took no precaution whatever to safe- 
guard the public from the worst form of 
company flotation 
_ He added that he would like te find out, 
if there was an actua. prospectus issued, 
what were its terms, how was the money got 
from the public to be distributed, and what 
holding there was to be on behalf of nationals 
of this country, that they were not going to be 
launched into the ordinary type of “dud”” 
gold mine which had been sanloited in other 
parts of the country. He referred to a gold 
mine in South Africa for which a million 
pounds had been subscribed, and in thirteen 
years not an ounce of gold had been got; 
but the people who promoted that company 
made money, while the people who subscribed 
the money lost it. 


A HYPOTHETICAL CASE 


He would like any member of the Com- 
mittee who felt that there was no basis for 
the statement that this lease was given 
because these were political associates of the 
Minister to consider this: Supposing an appli- 
cation for a lease was made by A. B. and C.; 
that A. and B. had no knowledge of gold 
mining, but C, had.

REFERENCES TO JEWS 
AND CHURCHES

ERR HITLER dealt with the Jewish 
problem in his declaration published 
to-day at the opening of the Nazi Party 
Congress. In the declaration he states 
that the Government’s forbearance has 
been misunderstood by the Jews, and the 
Nazi State should now continue on its way 
to overcome this grave danger. ; 
“ All that can be solved by the State 
will be solved by the State,” he said, “but 
what the State cannot solve will be solved 
by the movement, because the State 1s 
only one part of the organisation of the 
national life.” : 
Continuing, the declaration says it 1s 
true that harvest difficulties have led to 
temporary shortage of some foodstuffs, but 
the crisis has been overcome, and there 
will be no capitulation in this question. 

There can be no increase of wages, it 
states, but there should also be no in- 
crease of prices. Stern measures will be 
taken against anybody who tries to profit 
from any of the State’s difficulties. Ger- 
many could have won over some of her 
troubles by depreciating the mark, but the 
German people’s savings should not be im- 
perilled in this manner. 

The party has no intention of fighting 
the Christian religion, but the Nazi 
Socialist State will, under no circum- 
stances, tolerate that the political activi- 
ties of the different confessions shall be 
continued under any disguise.

ULAREMVUOREIS, Wednesday. 


Mr. A. Thornton, State Solicitor for Mayo, 

appeared at Kilkelly Court to-day, and m- 
formed Justice Guy that he had been asked 
by the County Council to request him not 
to allow any dances to be held after 11 p.m., 
except on exceptional occasions, and ‘then the 
hour to be 2 a.m.; also that these excep- 
tional occasions be confined to three in the 
rear. : 
: The Justice—One of the first applications 
I had for a dance hall licence was from a 
county councillor, and he was not at all satis- 
fied with one a.m. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Thornton—His colleagues, acting as a 
body, asked me to do this. 

The Justice—‘‘I have decided what I will 
do in these cases. I will grant the licences, 
and, as far as country dances are concerned, 
the hours will be to 11 p.m. in the winter 
months and midnight during the summer. 
In the event of any special occasions, 1 will 
grant the licences until 2 a.m. 

“ With regard to these dances, 1 wish it to 
be strictly understood that the licences are 
being granted on conditions that no person 
under sixteen years of age and no person 
under the influence of drink be admitted to 
the datces.. If there are any complaints as 
to the manner in which the dances are con- 
ducted, or any violation of these conditions. 
the licences will be lost straight away. 

When Mr. John J. Sammon, Hon. Secretary 
of the Scariff Town Hall Committee, applied 
at Tuamgraney for a dance licence from 8 to 
11.30 p.m. on Sunday and holiday nights, and 
seven long nights:from 10 p.m. to6a.m. Mr. 
Seán McCurtain, solicitor, Nenagh (for appli- 
cant), said that. the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee was the Rev. Father Scanicn, P.P. 
That fact ensured proper supervision of the 
dances, amd he, therefore, asked District 
Justice Gleeson to grant the application, sub- 
ject to the usual conditions. 

The Justice granted the licence, and fixed 
the hours from 8 to 11 p.m. for the short 
dances and 8 to 4 a.m. for the 
dances. He put in the usual condition, pro- 
hibiting persons under 18 years of age from 
attending. 

When Superintendent Hayden drew atten- 
tion to the resolution passed by the Limerick 
County Council in regard to the restrictions 
on dance halls, District Justice Flood, at 
Limerick, vesterday, said that the only resolu- 
tions he was bound to take cognisance of were 
those passed by legislation. If he was to be bound 
by the resolutions of public bodies his duties 
would be greatly extended. He was prepared 
to consider carefully any recommendation from 
the County Council, but he could not hold 
himself bound by it. He was satisfied on 
the evidence that the dance’ hall was possibly 
the best conducted place in the country, and 
would, therefore, grant the application. 

The Justice granted two other applications, 
and refused to fix a five mile limit in the 
case of one dance, All persons under the 
age of eighteen years are to be excluded from 
th dances.

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The Shame of Ugliness 


One of the anomalies of Ireland to-day 
is that we have been so anxious to present 
to the world a picture of Ireland as a 
nation that we have had no time to think 
of Ireland as a country. We have 
inherited one of the most beautiful 
countries in the world as a dwelling- 
place, and we have done all that negli- 
gence and indifference can do to make it 
one of the ugliest. This newspaper has 
pleaded constantly for an awakening of 
the public conscience in this matter, but 
any would-be reformer struggles against 
the dead weight of inertia. _ To be a voice 
that cries in the wilderness, however 
admirable the policy that inspires such 
reiteration, is weary work, and it is with 
both relief and gratification that we hail 
in the speech of Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly a 
robust echo from across the waste. ‘The 
Department of Local Government, of which 
he is the head, has in mind a campaign 
to brighten our towns and villages, and 
St. Patrick’s Day is suggested as a suit- 
able date to mark the culmination of the 
first great attack upon slovenliness and 
apathy.

To 
remove from Irish towns the reproach of 
shabbiness and dirt is of the first 
importance, as Mr. O'Kelly reminds us, 
for reasons of public health alone. It is 
of importance, secondly, that Ireland, as 
a country with immense potentialities as 
a tourist resort, should show a clean and 
smiling face to her visitors. Beyond these 
immediate considerations, however, and 
even surpassing them, is the need for a 
keener civic spirit to give us happiness 
and confidence in ourselves. To compare 
this country with England in matters that 
affect the standard of living in the two 
countries is often both pointless and 
unfair, since the English standards in 
certain respects are among the highest in 
the world, and our country is poor and 
unsettled. Yet a comparison, we believe, 


might be made usefully between the towns. 


and villages of rural England and those of 


the Free State. On the one hand are 


settled tranquillity and an ordered social 
existence; on the other, too often, are 
squalor, carelessness and indifference to 
the arts of life. 


Any resident in Ireland can conjure up 
without difficulty a vision of the ordinary 
Irish village or’ provincial town, and 
visitors who have spent a brief period in 
the country can, and probably do, conjure 
it up even more vividly by contrast with 
their own lands. As Mr. O'Kelly hints, 
its most striking architectural feature 
often is its ruined buildings in various 
stages of decay.

which can make life worth the pain of 
existence, would give to the rising genera- 
tion of Irishmen a new interest which 
would be the best bulwark against the 
spread of the doctrines so much feared and 
distrusted by the Churches and the State 
to-day? It such a spirit is to be sought— 
and for the good of Ireland we hope most 
sincerely that it will be sought—help will 
be needed everywhere. The good-will of 


the private citizen, although essential, 


will not be enough in itself. Local govern- 
ment authorities, in particular, have a 
heavy responsibility. lí they choose to 


co-operate with Mr. O’Kelly they will have

In this connection it 18 
noteworthy that the place in mid-sea where 
the mouth of the Rhine used to be is now 
known as one of the best places for catch- 
ing herrings—and herrings, as all fisher- 
men are aware, are particularly fond of 
staying and breeding outside the mouths 
of rivers. Thus, says M. le Danois in an 
account of his work, although more than a!

Italy’s Financial Difficulties 


The financial situation in Italy must be 
giving concern to Signor Mussolini as con- 

itions gradually become more difficult. 
Little credit can be obtained outside the 
country, and Italy’s increasing expendi- 
ture abroad has to be defrayed out of her 
gold resources. These now amount to 
ninety million sterling, as compared with 
one hundred and six million sterling at 
this time last vear, the gold cover for the 
note circulation being: 37.94 per cent., 
against 47.735 per cent. Other expenditure 
has to be met by internal borrowing, and 
the Budget account for the month of July 
showed a deficit of 500,000,000 lire, as com 
ared with a deficit for the same month 
last year of 134,775,000. July is the first 
month of Italy’s financial year, and the 
showing is certainly not good. Italy would 
find it difficult to arrange a foreign credit 
at the present time, and in view of the ever 
increasing military expenditure her posi- 
tion is becoming increasingly serious. 


Fire at Euston 


The fire at Euston Station this morning 
might have been very serious, but the 


solution of their troubles 1s a complete 
evacuation of the Reich by the Jewish 
element.

NEED OF PUBLIC ABATTOIRS 


The réle of the veterinarian in public 
health services was the subjéet of a paper 
by Mr. John J. Dundon, chief veterinary 
officer for Limerick, who condemned the 
private slaughter-house system, parti- 
cularly in big centres. In such slaughter- 
houses, ‘he said, it was virtually impos- 
sible to maintain proper standards of 
cleanliness in the premises and in_ the 
butchering and handling of the meat. “ It 
is a very doubtful standard of efficiency in, 
meat inspection, he remarked, if meat, 
otherwise free from disease is handed over 
to the housekeeper contaminated with 
organisms due to filthy methods of pre- 
paration and dirty butchering equipment. 
But it is impossible to ensure against this 
state of affairs in the larger centres with- 
out the provision of a public abattoir.”’ 

In rural areas, considered Mr. Dundon,' 
meat inspection could be properly carried 
out by insisting on definite hours and days 
for slaughter. Where the population is 
scattered a system of commercial abattoirs 
could be adopted. Such a system operates 
in Holland, while in Scotland up to 90 
per cent. of all home-killed meat 1s 
slaughtered in public abattoirs. He. also 
recommended that all meat in shops should 
be kept behind windows. 


UNCLEAN MILK 


After referring to the veterinarian’s 
duties in regard to milk supplies, Mr. 
Dundon asked if the problem of produc- 


tion of clean milk. was getting all the 
attention it deserves. No mother would 
give her child contaminated water, but her 
milk supplies may be anything but what 


they should be. In his experience many 
householders—who should know better—do 
not take enough interest in their milk 
supplies. 

‘‘T have heard it said that all this talk 
about the dangers of impure milk tends 
to scare the public. I believe there is a 
lot of rot in that. It takes a good deal 
to scare the public in matters of the kind, 
and a great deal of damage is done to the 
more general demand for clean milk sup- 
plies by some of the immunity theories 
advanced from time to time. 


“Is it much satisfaction for a parent to 
be told that the drinking of milk containing 
the bovine tubercle bacilli is going to set 
up an immunity in her child who is already 


dying or maimed ?”’ 
Raw, clean milk safe for human consump- 


tion’ can be produced, he concluded, with a 
close co-operation between the medical and 
veterinary public health officials and legisla- 
tion protecting their work. 

The need for enforcing the bye-laws for 
the sale of meat, to prevent the sale of un- 


stamped meat, was mentioned by Mr, J. 8. 
Redington (Galway) during the discussion on 
the paper. 


CLONMEL’S DEMANDS

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SCIENTIST’S VIEW OF 


THE FUTURE 
— et 
PART THAT BRITAIN 


MAY PLAY 


HE lectures delivered at the final meet- 
28 ing yesterday of the British Association 
included a fascinating forecast of 
Lvitain as a world air terminus, outlined by 
Dr.-A. Plammer, of: Oxford, in an address 
to the Economics Section, 

“Looking into ‘the future,” he said, 
“ British commercial aviation cannot become 
the centre of a purely European air transport 
service, but, given the solution of the trans- 
Atlantic weed abh ghe may well become the 
principal European end of the long-distance 
air services to and from. Asia, Africa, Aus- 
tralia, and America, and the arcs link 
between those services and the heavy air 
traffic in Europe. 

“We should be the link between the air 
transport in Europe and the communications 
between the rest of the world. This would 
be no simple part for Britain to play in the 
future development of world air transport.”’ 

Dr. Plummer pointed out that it was 
generally in order to save time when people 
or goods went by air. Experience showed 
that speed appealed almost as much to holi- 
day-makers as to those who travelled on 
business. In order to appeal to the general 
run of passengers, the internal air services 
must include night as weil as day flying, with 
speeds upwards of 200 miles an hour. He 
believed that we were on the eve of this 
development. ' 


CASH SUBSIDIES 


On the question of subsidies, Dr. Plummer 
said that the main argument against high 
rates of cash subsidy ws the familiar one, 
that they rendered enterprise in action on 
the part of the operators unnecessary, and 
that they tended to postpone the time when 
air transport would be ‘able to “fly by itself.” 
On the other hand, it was argued that low 
rates of subsidy either tended to discourage 
pioneer enterprise or to keep down the flying 
speeds, because high speed meant high costs, 
which operators were unable to bear in the 
early stages of development. 

‘Clearly a parsimonious policy on the part 
of the State .will only waste the taxpayers’ 
money,” he said, “by paying it away in 
sums insufficient to achieve the object in 
mind, as it seems desirable that State aid 
should be given rather generously at first, 
but always subject to the fulfilment of cer- 
tain conditions.” 

It was generally admitted, he added, that 
British air transport had had, and was 
having, less assistance from the. State than 
that of any other leading country. The 
Dutch lines had gone three-fourths of the way 
towards financial independence, the British 
not quite two-thirds of the way, the Germans 
a little over a third, and the French about 
two-fifths. Finland was well to the fore, but 
Poland and Italy were far behind, 


AIR SPEEDS 


Mr. J. E. Allen, of Cambridge, frankly 
confessed that he hoped that aeroplane speeds 
would not be allowed to increase. 

“T1 think,” he said, ‘‘ that people are living 
fast enough as it is. We shall have to wait, 
however, for the death of a Cabinet Minister 
by aircraft before we can have any restric- 
tions in speed.”’ 

It was the terrible disaster of R101, in 
which Lord Thomson lost his life, that meant 
the end practically of the airship. 


STREET NOISES 


Speaking in a discussion in the Engineer- 
ing Section, Mr, H. G, Strauss, of the Anti- 
Noise League, said:—' I have no hesitation 
in saying that certain sports cars at present 
being turned out daily are cars which do not 
comply with the existing law. 

He insisted that a motor-cycle could be 
silenced so that it inflicted no nuisance, and 
that that ‘could be done’ without any loss of 
power.

Mr. J. S. Wilson, of London, President, of 
the Section, said it was not, only noise which 
disturbed, but we were oíten infuriated by 
the knowledge that it could be avoided, and 
was merely aggressive action on the part of 
somebody who enjoyed making a noise, and 
thereby spoiled the amenities of a whole

ENCOURAGING SIGNS 


Mr. A. P. Young, of Rugby, struck an 
optimistic note when addressing a section ov 
‘* Industrial Co-operation.’’ 

If man became enslaved to the machine, 
civilisation would crumble, he said, but only 
case-hardened . pessimists would fail to notice 
obvious signs which augured well for the 
future. Especially was this true of Britain, 
where the way we had weathered the 
economic blizzard was the admiration of all 
people. 

One hoped that entirely new phases of 
human history would emerge from this aye 
of plenty, and include brotherly inter- 
nationalism and economic freedom, where the 
cultural and spiritual needs of man would 
be afforded full opportunity of development. 
A new science of management was now being 
established with the uplifting of human social 
values. We were now in the throes of a 
spiritual revolution necessary for the trans- 
formation of our whole economic and financial 
structure. 


LAND PROBLEM 


_Agriculture was still the world’s greatest 
single industry, but the productivity of our 
soil could be increased enormorsly, with con- 
siderable reduction in the number of workers. 
Any scheme to solve the present unemploy- 
ment problem: which involved increasing the 
number of workers on the land was founded 
on a false premise. ‘lhe number of workers 
required to satisf¥the primary needs of man— 
food, varmtl: and shelter—was decreasing. 

It was difficult to see how the road problem 
could be satisfactorily dealt with until a 
long-range plan, erabracing .the next twenty- 
five years, was worked out to deal with the 
enormous expansion of automobiles which 
would occur during that period. 

Mr Young discussed the possibility of 
national opportunities for controlling food, 
clothing. housing, and, possibly, other things. 
A planned economy was the only way out of 
our present economic difficulties, which were 
largely the outcome of haphazardness. 

Managemént must operate through an 
enlightened system and planned budgetary 
contro! Our monetary policy must be 
adapted to serve the needs of a planned 
industrial policy. The final test of any such 
system must be the degree to which it germits 
the human personality to unfold its divine 
destiny. 

Next year’s conference will be held at

the spirit of war—of war, to quote the Pact 
of Paris, as an instrument of national 
policy, even perhaps war for war’s sake— 
has raised its head in more places than 
one, 
ARMAMENTS 

From fear of war the over-optimistic 
examples of limitation and reduction of 
armament: by certain countries, and in 
particular by my own have not been fol- 
lowed—and now from the growing -fear of 
war the armament of most countries, and 
last of all my own country, is increasing. 
So far we have found it impossible to 
make progress with this part of the 
League’s programme. 

Side by side with this disappointment 
there is a natural reluctance voluntarily 
to contemplate the possibility of cha. yes 
in the existing position, and yet elasticity 
where elasticity is required is also a part 
of security. A vicious circle of insecurity 
has been set up. 

Lastly, the League has from the outset 
lacked the membership of certain powerful 
nations, and has since lost.the membership 
of others. This lack of universality in- 
evitably introduces an element of uncer- 
tainty as to how far we can count on world- 
wide support in the work of organising 
and maintaining peace. There are too 
many empty chairs at our table. We want 
no more, 


ALL MUST BEAR 


These, then, are the conditions in which 
we find ourselves. The obligations of the 
Covenant remain. Their burden upon us 
has been increased manifold. But one 
thing is certain: If the burden is to be 
borne, it must be borne collectively. If 
risks for peace are to be run, they must 
be run by all. The security of the many 
cannot be ensured solely by the efforts of 
a few, however powerful they may be, 

On behalf of His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom, I can say that 
they will be second to none in their inten- 
tion to fulfil within the measure of their 
capacity the obligation which the Covenant 
lays upon them. The ideas enshrined in 
the Covenant, and in particular the 
aspiration to establish the rule of law in 
international affairs, have appealed, as I 
have already said, with growing force to 
the strain of idealism which has its place 
in vur national character, and they have 


| become a part of our national conscience. 


It is in accordance with what se believe 
to be the underlying principles of the 
League that our people have steadily pro. 
moted, and still promote, the growth of 
self-government in their own territories. 
It was, for example, only a few weeks ago 
that I was responsible for helping to pass 
through the Imperial Parliament a great 
and complicated measure for extending 
self-government in. India. 


SMALL NATIONS 


Following this same line of thought, we 

believe that small nations are entitled to 
a life of their own and to such protection 
as can collectively be afforded to them in 
the maintenance of their national life. 
We believe on the undoubted evidence of 
past and present times that all nations 
alike have a valuable contributicn to make 
to the common stock of humanity, and we 
believe that backward nations are, without 
projudice to their independence and _ in- 
tegrity, entitled to expect that assistance 
will be afforded them by more advanced 
peoples in development of their resources 
and tue building up of their national life. 
My picture is not yet complete, for |] 
must underline one of its principal 
features. It is not enough: to insist 
collectively that. war shall not occur or 
that war, if it occurs, shall be brought to 
an end. Something must also be done to 
remove the causes from which war is apt 
t» arise. Some other means than the re- 
course to arms must be found for adjusting 
the natural play of international forces. 
I do not underrate the delicacy of the 
task. Not every demand for change 
deserves to be listened to. As a Censerva. 
tive I set myself against change that is 
premature or unnecessary. A demand for 
change must be justified by the facts of 
re case and the free discussion of those 
acta. 


DANGEROUS FEATURE 


The justice of a claim is not necessarily 
in proportion to the national passions 
which are aroused in support of it—they 
may be deliberately aroused by what I re- 
gard as cne of the most dangerous features 
of modern life—Government propaganda 
Too often the desired change would 
create more injustices than it would re- 
move or rouse more passions than it would 
allay. Too often the artificial excitement 
of national feeling is made the excuse for 
the repudiation of an obligation or for a 
throat of force. Yet the world is not static, 
and changes will from time to time have 
to be made. The Covenant itself admits 
this possibility, but such changes will have 
to be made when they are really necessary 
and when the time is ripe and not before— 
they will have to come about by consent 
and not by dictation, by agreement and not 
by unilateral action, by peaceful means 
and not by war or threat or war. 

The members of the League must address 
themselves to this as well as to other 
aspects of security if the rule of law in 
international affairs is to be established 
and confirmed. 

I have spoken of the sincerity of our 
ideals. The sincerity springs, I admit, 
from enlightened self-interest, but it 
springs also from an enlightened interest 
in what we believe to be best for all. 


ECONOMIC RESOURCES 


Let me illustrate what I mean by en- 
lightened self-interest, and I will choose as 
my illustration a question that is exercis- 
ing the minds of many people and many 
Governments. I will take as an example 
the problem of the world’s economic re. 
sources and the possibility of making 
better use of them in the future. 

Abundant supplies of raw materials 
appear to give particular advantage to the 
countries possessing them. It is easy to 
exaggerate the decisive character of such 
an advantage; for there are countries 
which, having little or no natural abund- 
ance, have yet made themselves prosperous 
and powerful by industry and trade. 

Yet the fact remains that some countries 
either in their native soil or in their 
colonial territories, do possess what appear 
to be preponderant advantages, and that 
others less favoured view the situation with 
anxiety, especially as regards colonial raw 
materials. It is not unnatural that such 
a state of affairs should give rise to fear 
lest exclusive monopolies be set up at the 
expense of those countries that do not 
possess colonial empires. 

It is clear that in the view of many this

It is the desire for a guarantee that the 
distribution of raw materials will not be 
unfairly impeded that is stimulating the 
demand for further inquiry. So far as His. 
Majesty’s Government is concerned, I feel 
sure that we should be ready to take our 
share in an investigation of these matters. 

My impression is that there is no ques. 
tion in a circumstances of any 
colony withholding its raw materials from 
any prospective purchaser. On the con- 
trary, the trouble is that they cannot be 
sold at remunerative prices. 

This side of the question was investi- 
gated with concrete result by a Commis- 
sion of the.Monetary and Economic Con- 
ference which met in London in 1933. Its 
work was directed primarily towards 
raising. wholesale prices to a reasonable 
level through the co-ordination of produc- 
tion and marketing. but one of the stipu- 
lations. of such action was that it should 
be fair to all parties, both producers and 
consumers; that it should not aim at dis- 
criminating against a particular country, 
and that it should, as far as possible, be 
worked with .the willing co-operation 
of consuming interests in importing 
countries, 


LINE OF APPROACH 


This precedent ‘may indicate a suitable 
line of approach to an inquiry, which 
should be limited in this case to raw 
materials from Colonial areas, including 
protectorates and mandated territories. I 
suggest that the emphasis in the terms of 
reference should fall upon free distribu- 
tion of such raw materials among the 
industrial countries which require them, 
so that all fear of exclusion or monopoly 
may be removed once and for all. 

The Government that I represent will, I 
know, be prepared to take their share in 
any collective attempt to deal in a fair and 
effective way with a problem that is cer- 
tainly troubling many people at present, 
and may trouble them even more in the 
future Obviously, however, such an in- 
quiry needs calm and dispassionate con- 
sideration, and calm. and dispassionate: 
consideration is impossible in an atmo- 
sphere of war and threatening of war. 

It: has been not only suggested that 
British national opinion, as well as the 
attitude of the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment, is animated by some Jower motive 
than fidelity to the League, but also that 
even this fidelity to the League cannot be 
relied upon. It is unjust and dangerously 
misleading to hold or encourage such 
illusions, : 

The attitude of His Ma‘csty’s Govern- 
ment has been one of unwarering fidelity 
to the Teague and all that it stands for, 
and the case now before + “s no exception, 
but, on the contrary, the continuance of 
that rule. : 


NATION’S SUPPORT 


The recent response of public epinion 
shows how completely the nation supports 
the Government in the full acceptatice of 
the obligations of League membership, 
which is the oft-proclaimed keynote of its 
foreign policy. To suggest or insinuate 
that this policy is for some reason peculiar 
to the present question at issue would be 
a complete misunderstanding. 

It is to the principles of the League, and 
not to any particular manifestation, that 
the British nation has demonstrated its 
adherence. Any other view is at once an 
under-estimate of our good faith and an 
imputation upon our sincerity. 

In conformity with its precise and ex- 


plicit obligations, the League stands, and 
my country stands with it, for the collec- 
tive maintenance of the Covenant in its 
entirety, and particularly for steady and 
collective resistance to all acts of unpro- 
voked aggression. The attitude of the 


clearly demonstrated the fact that this is 
no variable and unreliable sentiment, but 
a principle of international conduct, to 
which they and their Government hold 
with firm, enduring and universal per- 
sistence, : 

There, then, is the British attitude 
towards the Covenant. I cannot believe 
thas it will be changed so long as the 
League remains an effective body, and the 
main bridge between the United Kingdom 
and the continent remains intact.

They were 
reaping what had been sown by the mad 
wave of industrialism that swept the coun- 
try during the nineteenth and twentieth cen. 
turies. The industrial system was ousting 
the independent craftsman and the farmer 
owner, while private ownership in business 
was also decreasing. Coritrol was passing 
into the hands of big companies whose only 
aim was to pay a high dividend. This was 
one of the great curses of the modern system. 
The Welsh farmer who had bought his land 
during the war and mortgaged it to the banks 
was in a very serious position, because hé 
borrowed when interest rates were high. 
Many ex+Service: men who returned from tha 
battlefields borrowed money to buy farms at 
four times their original value. There had 
since been a slump, and the price of sheep 
had, for instance, fallen from £4 per head to 
15s. 


Britain was an industrial country first and 
foremost, and so had ignored the land ques- 
tion and agriculture. 


A WELSH GOVERNMENT 


Professor ‘Agnes O’Farrelly said that one 
of the first needs of Welsh agriculture was a 
Welsh Agriculture Board, but she did not see 
how that could be achieved unless Wales had 
control of its own agriculture, 

Mr. Griffith replied that what they needed 
was a Welsh government, with the welfare 
of Welsh agriculture as its main objective. 

That Ireland had derived its reputation for

Manuscripts in the British Museum, who lec- 
tured on sources of Irish tradition. 

Professor Agnes O’Farrelly said that the 
whole of early Irish literature and Gaelie 
tradition was based. on monastic life, be- 
cause the monastery was the natural centre 
of religion and learning. 


BRETON ART 

Monsieur James Bouille, who delivered a 
lecture on ‘* Present-day Breton Art,” said 
he hoped that the artists of the different 
Celtic nations would be able to meet, get to 
know each other’s works, and exchange ideas. 
Art could not develop without national cul- 
ture and material prosperity. The modern 
Breton art movement, being national, was 
suspect of the French Government. Since 
the war and the Bretoa “national awaken- 
ing,” however,’ architects, painters 
ean had worked with a Breton spirit.

IMPORTS OF LAGER 
BEER 


BREWERS ASK FOR 
RESTRICTION 


Owing to the increase in the amount of 
lager beer consumed in the Irish Free 
State, brewers have asked the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to take action to 
restrict the importation of this beverage. 

Yesterday the Minister was interviewed 
by Mr. O'Meara, of Messrs. E. Smithwick 
and Sons, Ltd., Kilkenny, and Mr. 
Skilleter, of Messrs. Cairnes, Ltd., of 
Drogheda, on the matter. They stated that 
the restriction of the importation of lager 
beer would protect the  ale-brewing 
industry. This would provide substantia! 
employment for Irish workers and a not 
unimportant market for Irish farm pro- 
duce. 

The Minister stated that the Government 
was concerned deeply with the position, 
and was giving careful consideration to the 
measures which might be adopted to deal 
with if. 

Although the trade returns do not give 
the iat anáil of European light beers 
imported into the Free State, they show 
that for the first seven months of this year 
beer and ale to the value of £104,992 was 
imported, compared with £97,726 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The 
figures for 1934 also show a large increase 
over those for the previous year. In 1934 
beer and ale to the value of £131,087 was 
imported, the figure for 1934 being 
£152,483. These fivures, of course, include 
consignments from Great Britain, but a 
large percentage of the products imported 
came from Germany and the Netherlands.

** Sarsfield’s Ride ”' and the blowing up of 
the Williamite siege train, which willbe. one 
of the features of the Military Tattoo at 
Ballsbridge, was the subject of a talk broad- 
cast from Athlone and Dublin last night by 
Colonel J. J, O'Connell, M.A., chairman of 
the Tattoo Historical Pageantry Sub- 
committee. 

The episode known as *‘ Sarsfield’s Ride,”’ 
said Colonel O’Connell, had always been 
regarded as a model for all time for cavalry 
operations of a similar character. Some 
seven years ago he had been able to make a 
complete stu Fí of the operation on the. 

round covered by Sarsfield on the occasion, 
ut such a study was no longer sible 
owing to the development of the Shannon 
Scheme, which had altered the face of the 
country, In the Tattoo, of course, it would 
be impossible to reproduce the details of the 
“ride,” the fording of the river and passage 
through the Keeper Mountains, and the loca- 
tion of the siege train at Ballyneety. It was 
Sarsfield’s business to scout the zone com- 
pletely and arrange for the best time and 
place for attacking the convoy, and this 
commonly overlooked phase of the. operation 
was the most important of all, and afforded 
a signal example of the professional capacity 
of Sarsfield. 

They were prone in Ireland to. regard 
Sarsfield as a sort of legendary hero, but he 
was actually one of the greatest Irish generals 
and one of the outstanding cavalry generals 
of all time. One aint of the Tattoo was to 
— a more correct knowledge of Irish 
military history, and to impress on everybody 
that there is no royal road to success in war. 
Ballyneety was neither an accident nor a 
miracle—it. was a atrictly technical , job 
brilliantly done. | ab

MACHINES OR HORSES? 


The Irish Cavalry Corps of to-day, like 
that of most modern armies, was largely a 
mechanised force. Tanks, armoured cars and 
bicycles have replaced the horse for certain 
purposes, but the cavalry spirit still lived’ 
on in the squadrons of the Cavalry Corps, 
and the trooper of. to-day strove to have the 
same dash and initiative as the trooper of 
Ballyneety.

Misleading formule of ‘‘correct’’ weight, 
which encouraged the dangers of “ slimming,” 
were mentioned by Dr. ©. G. Lambie (Pro- 
fessor of Medicine in the University of 
Sydney) in an address on “Obesity” to 
members of the British Medical Association 
at their annual meeting at Melbourne to-day. 

e correlation between obesity and expec 
tation of life, as indicated by insurance tables, 
he said, showed that when a very large 
number of persons, taken at random, were 
examined, the expectation of life was 
diminished among those whose weight ex- 
ceeded by a certain percentage the mean of 
those individuals of the same height, age, 
and sex who had passed as first-class lives. 
But a more accurate measure of normality 
might be obtained by selecting groups of 
individuals according to body build, instead 
of measuring a large number of individuals 
taken at random. If this were done, many 
persons would appear less abnormal than 
when referred to ordinary standards. The 
““correct ” weight for an individual should 
in some degree be related to the physical 
type to which he belonged. If this were more 
widely realised, many people would avoid 
ill-health and privation through ill-advised 
attempts to make their bodily configuration 
conform to.some general standard, whether 
derived from ideal weight formule or 
prescribed by fashion. 

Most people over-eat, in the sense of taking 
food in excess of energy requirements. But 
if over-eating was to be regarded as an intake 
of food in excess of that which could be 
dealt, with normally by the mechanism regu- 
lating the standard of body weight, then 
fewer people might be said to over-eat. The 
claim made by many obese people, of being 
small eaters, must always be accepted with 
caution; but undoubtedly many obese people 
did maintain their weight on diets well below 
the average.
